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As to Applicant's arguments regarding Cohn does not teach "an application program 
interface" (API), and further relied on statement "this book is not an API reference", examiner 
respectfully disagrees. First, Cohn teaches multiple classes that provides multiple methods that 
can be called to create user interface, thus, it meets the definition of API as well known in the art 
and as defined by applicant. Second, the statement "this book is not an API reference" does not 
imply that the book does not teach an API, in contract, it teaches using API (classes and 
functions) to create user interface. Thus, the arguments are not persuasive. 

Applicant also argued that Flanagan does not teach "interface, that define a contract that 
other types can implement" (page 15, lines 1-4), examiner respectfully disagrees. On fig. 19-1, 
examiner cited FontMetrics, Graphics, and Image as interface, and that is an error because of 
miss-reading the key. However, Fig. 19-1 shows Cloneable is an interface that implemented by 
Insets, thus, Fig. 19-1 teaches an interface. Moreover, "associated text" on page 238 teaches the 
"the class implements the LayoutManager interface to lay out component objects in a Container. 
Clearly, the java.awt package teaches interfaces that can be implemented by classes. 

Applicant further argued that there is no motivation to combine the reference of Cohn and 
Flanagan, examiner respectfully disagrees. In response to applicant's argument that there is no 
suggestion to combine the references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be 
established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed 
invention where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the 
references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. 
See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 
21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, Cohn teaches using java to create application, 
including create user interfaces, and java.awt package provides classes to do that, for example, 
classes Button, TextField, TextArea, etc. (page 239, Flanagan), and the same on page 1 of 
chapter 5. Thus, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to combine the 
teaching of Cohn and Flanagan to provide complete teaching of apply Java.awt package in 
creating user interfaces.
